One of the greatest draw- 
backs to early surgery, he said, 
was the -high mortality which 
followed operations, due largely 
to infection of the wounds. He 
said this was caused by: lack of 
cleanliness, declaring that some of 
the early surgeons took pride in the 
condition of their filth-in-rusted Op- 
erating coats 
“Every Organ Now Operated On.” 

Extracts from his lecture follow: 

“The achievements which are o7” 
daily occurrence now in every good 
hospital would hardly be believed by 
our grandfathers if they could be toid 
of them. Today many operations are 
performed successfully which were

Every organ of the body has 
now been successfully operated on. 

“Succes®ful abdominal operations, 
even of the simplest kind. before 
1865 were so rare as to cause com- 
ment, and some of the most promi- 
nent surgeons of the time were con- 
vinced that abdominal surgery could 
never be made safe and that at- 
tempts to operate in this region 
should be condemned. Even the 
present familiar ‘appendicitis’ was 
then unknown, and operations which

intestine had not yet been performed. 
During the Civil War men who were 
wounded in the abdomen were al- 
lowed to die, since operative relief 
seemed out of the question. Con-

First Abdominal Surgery. 

“It is true that our own American. 
Ephraim McDowell, in 1809, the 
Same year which gave us Lincoln 
and Charles Darwin, paved the way 
for the development of abdominal!

take deliberately and to carry out 
successfully the Operation pf ovario-

of surgical relief offered bv some of 
the conditions affecting the brain 
and spinal cord. Kven the now 
commonplace operation for goiter 
was regarded in 1870 by some of the 
surgeons as an indefensible 
procedure because of its terrible 
mortality. The operations which 
were performed prior to 1865 were 
very largely -amputations. At St. 
Bartholomew's Hospital, the largest 
hospital in London, the average 
yearly number of operations for the 
five years preceding 1865 was 370, 
of which number 78 were amputa- 
tions. In 1912 there were 3561 op- 
erations with only 25 amputations. 
Despite the fact that the total num- 
ber of operations had increased 19 
times, the number of amputations 
was actually only one-third of what 
it had been. 

Antiseptic Treatment of Wounds. 

“To Joseph Lister belongs the hon- 
or of having made the greatest con- 
tribution to surgery which has ever 
been made. It was he who showed 
us how to accomplish the healing of 
a wound without the severe inflam- 
mations which formerly occurred. 
He it was who developed the 60- 
called ‘antiseptic’ treatment of 
wounds. His workewas the magic 
wand which the surgeon could 
thenceforth use to make a surgical 
operation safer even than some of 
the ordinary pursuits of life. Lister 
in turn got some of his ideas from 
Pasteur, a contemporary, who was 
originating and developing the new 
science of bacteriology in France. 
Filth everywhere in the hospitals was 
made to go. The expression ‘surgical 
stink’ gave way to that of ‘surgical 
cleanliness. A wave’ of the wand, 
and behold the abdomen, the chest, 
the brain, the joints surrender to the 
surgeon; and thereby countless mil- 
lions of suffering humanity are given 
the opportunity of relief! 

“Still another discovery of funda- 
mental importance occurred towards 
the close of the nineteenth century. 
This has had a revolutionary influ- 
ence on eurgery. I fer to the X- 
ray. Little could Roentgen realize 
when he saw the photographic image 
of the key made accidentally while 
working with a Crookes tube that 
thie discovery would transform the 
diagnosis of many human ailments 
from. uncertain guesswork to such 
precise exactness that the eurgeon 
ean now tell his patient exactlyrwhat 
and where his trouble is in many 
conditions in which such exact infor- 
mation formerly would have been 
considered impossible of attainment 
vy means whi could ever be 
applied to the body. He can do more 
than that. Because of the accuracy 
of the diagnosis, he can unfalteringly 
go to the exact spot which needs at- 
tention, as a marksman hits a bull’s-

“But it is not only in the field of 
diagnosis that the X-ray has made 
its marvelous contributions. In the 
fleld ‘of treatment also its conquests 
have been equally marvelous. It 
has already t@a considerable extent 
supplanted the surgeon's knife in the 
treatment of various growths of the 
skin, in some canéters of internal or- 
gans and in cases of fibroid 
tumors of the womb. It has seemed 
also in many cases to have been an 
important auxiliary to operative sur- 
gery in the treatment of some can- 
cers. . 

“The great improvement in meth- 
ods has shown itself in an almost in- 
credible improvement of results. 
When one considers that only 60 
years ago the.abdomen was thought 
to be almaggt beyond the reach of 
the surgeon, it seems hardly possi- 
ble that now any surgeon of wide 
experience can court series of hun- 
dreds or of thousands of cases in 
which he has removed the appendix 
without a death due in any sense to 
the operative proceedure itself. The 
same holds true also of other op- 
erations within the abdomen. Be- 
tween 1890 and 1900 any surgeon 
who had successfully removed a por- 
tion of the stomach was regarded 
almost with awe. Now it is of daily 
occurrence. As recentiy as 1905 
the average mortality of operations 
for the removal of a portion of the 
stomach, as judged by figures pub- 
lished from the principal hoepitals 
of Germany and Austria, was 45 per 
cent. Now, in the hands of experi- 
enced surgeons, it is less than 10 
per cent. The removal of goiters, 
which was regarded as an almost 
hopelessly impossibio procedure only 
50 years ago, has now been made so 
safe that the operative mortality at 
the hands of the best surgeons is 
considerably less than 1 per cent. 
The operation for the rellef of the 
distressing neuralgia of the face, 
which only 20 years ago was re- 
garded as a very formidable pro- 
cedure, is now »verformed with 
only a trifling mortality at the hands 
of the best neurologic surgeons.

Marguerite Martyn Finds Soldan Girls Almost in Uniform Now and 
That Boys Join in Style Parade Instead of Looking On. |

WENT out to see what\ Mrs. Nor- 
[ man Windsor, speaking before the 

Women's Chamber of Commerce. 
termed the ‘“‘fashion parade,” taking 
place in the corridors of Soldan High 
School each morning, and here are 
some sketches of the types of cos- 
tumes worn. Nearly all of one type, 
the observer is certain to exclaim. 
Though the sketch artist may 1t 
other times be accused of being un- 
able to adapt her style to all types 
of subjects, she pleads not guilty 
this time.

What this observer saw at Soldan 

was just about as many boys parad- 
ing as girls. Arm in arm with one 
another, never with the girls, they 
swung past, frequently chatting with 
the girls ahead of them, but more 
generally engrossed in their own 
conversation. And there was among 
the boys just as much giggling as 
among the girls and far more pranc- 
ing, dancing and shuffling of feet, 
of which the heavy inlaid oaken 
floor, splintered and grooved, gives 
telltale evidence. Boys plentifully 
interspersed the so-called fashion 
parade and as to their costumes— 
no objection ever is made on the 
ground that men are not inclined 
to standardize their appearance— 
but is it strictly according to the 
highest standards of masculinity to 
bob the hair, to chop the Satin 
smooth pompadour off sharply just 
above the ears?
